pEOPLE should go to political meetings to leam, 
^ but they don’t. Those who do attend meetings 
—a sadly diminished group, nowadays—go there 
for reassurance. 

Thsfy go there to have their cherished beliefs 
confirm^. 

The audience at a poUtical meeting is much 
like a church congregation. It wants to believe. 
True, poUtical meetings tolerate hecklers, whereas 
churches do not. But this is only a convention of 
worship. 

The hecklers are mainly the pious disciples of 
a hostile creed, who go there to dismay and frus¬ 
trate the worshippers—as though a shock brigade 
of Buddhists were to invade a Moslem mosque and 
begin pelting the faithful with chunks of pork. 

(I wouldn’t advise any Buddhists to try it.) 

¥ ¥ ¥ 

The political hecklers go to the enemy meeting 
with minds made up, and leave with minds un¬ 
changed. So do the political worshippers. The rival 
factions understand each other; and they agree in 
their suspicion of anyone who is neutral, or 
undecided. 

In the past, the aame things could have been 
said of people's attitudes to newspapers. The papers 
were intensely partisan, and so were their readers. 

Like the rival Journals in the town of Eataans- 
wlll, as described by Charles Dickens, the news¬ 
papers were of one color. They were Blue, or they 
were Buff. 

The Buff citizen bought the Buff newspaper, 
to that he could chortle over It at the table, as he 
rtad articles that echoed—in more elegant words— 
what he had been telling his wife about the election 
campaign. 

e e e 

Today’s newspapers are closer to being im¬ 
partial, but there are some of them—especially 
in England—that make good profits by feeding 
prejudices—by telling the people what they want to 
know. 

A newspaper is divided in two main parts— 
facts and opinions. One may shade into the other; 
but the existence of a boun^ry is recognized, even 
If people can not agree predaely where it is. 

Ine opinion columns themselves are less par¬ 
tisan than they were In grandfather’s day. Some 
newspapers now are truly independent. They try 
to approach a public issue with an open mind, weigh 
the arguments of all factions, and reach a con¬ 
clusion on nothing but the evidence. 

When all newspapers are like that, and when 
people attend political meetings in the hope of 
really finding out what each party stands for, our 
government will be a far more efficient and sensi¬ 
tive instrument than it is now. 

Elections then will be decided by reason, rather 
than by slogans and emotions. We will have a think¬ 
ing man’s election. Of course, it will never happen 
In this world. But it makes a nice dream.

Faithful to Meet 


Tory Rank and File 
Heard Next Week 


OTTAWA lUPIi- The Con 
servative rank-and-file next 
week will lay out its first pub¬ 
lic platform since becoming 
the “party of power.” 

A three-day meeting of the 
national association in the 
capital will bring some 
of the party faithful together 
for the first full-scale session 
since the 1956 convention that 
chose Prime Minister John 
Diefenbaker as national leader. 

The last public platform set 
forth by the party as a body 
was at a national as.sociation 
meeting in January. 1966. The 
convention, held in December, 
drew up a policy program, but 
it was never released — re¬ 
portedly on the Insistence of 
Diefenbaker himself. 

Next week's meeting at the 
Chateau Laurier Hotel will re¬ 
vise the association constitu¬ 
tion and elect a new slate of 
national officers as well as 
drafting policy resolutions. It 
has been reported that Mani¬ 
toba’s Senator Gunnar Thor- 
valdson arill be chosen national 
president, succeeding Solicitor- 
General Leon Balcer. 

Most eyes, however, will be 
centred on the resolutions com¬ 
mittee whose report will be 
put before the general meeting 
Wednesday afternoon. Some 
observers see this group as a 
possible source of emharrvs- 
ment to the government.

Dr. Bennett^said most non- 
Catholics were convinced there 
was no valid moral distinction 
between “artificial” and “nat¬ 
ural” birth control methods. 
If Catholic leaders persist in 
drawing* such a distinction, he 
said, they should focu.« their 
energies on making the rhythm 
method “more reliable” rather 
than attempting to “minimize 
the gravity of the population 
problem.”

Jets Kept Apart 
By Safety Rules 

OTTAWA lUPD — New! day become 


jet-age regulations for keep¬ 
ing planes at a safe distance' 
apart were announced by 
Transport Minister George 
Hees yesteiday. 

Hees said the neF regula¬ 
tions were necessary because 
of the errors ih aircraft alti¬ 
meters when the planes fly at 
high altitudes and jet speeds. 

The revised system of alti¬ 
tudes provides that planes 
flying in opposite directions 
should be separated vertically 
by at lea.st 2.000 feet wrhen 
they’re flying higher than 23.- 
000 feet. Below this altitude, 
the planes will have to be 1.000 
feet apart. 

When planes cross over the 
regular “controlled” air 
routes, they'll have to main¬ 
tain a .500-foot clearance below 
23.000 feet and stay 1,000 feet 
apart above that altitude. 

Hees said the establishment 
of the 2.000-foot separation in 
the airspace above 23.0(X) feet 
was necessary because the,| 
altimeters in general use to-1 


high altitudes and airspeed and 
an error of 1,0(X) feet could be 
possible.

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Independent Inquiry 


P RIME Minister Dltfenbskur'i 
assuimnce to th« Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce that the 
csabinet is giving thorough examina¬ 
tion to the proposal for an independ¬ 
ent inquiry into governmental expen¬ 
ditures along the lines of the U.S. 
Hoover coinini5wion came promptly 
at the dose of a meeting this week 
at which the Chamber had made that 
and other requests. The delegation 
said that such an inquiry could prove 
a useful guide to the adminiatration, 
vested with responaibility for the ex¬ 
penditure of large sums through 
departmental control and under 
crown agenciea for a growing variety 
of purposes in the heavy budgets of 
the day for defence and other needs. 

Exhauative study was being given 
to this suggestion. Mr. Diefenbaker 
said in the only immediate comment 
he made on the Chamber’s brief aa 
a whole. From the directness of this 
comment It seems apparent that the 
suggestion already has been discussed 
by the executive, and that some 
action on the proposal may follow. 

Aside from partisan argument 
over governmental outlays at budget 


time, the public service of the nation 
has now’ grown so large and covers 
tuth a wide field of different opera¬ 
tions that an independent inquiry 
Into its coverage and the results ob¬ 
tained could prove useful and infor¬ 
mative. Estimates are closely under 
the scrutiny of parliament. Sums 
voted for defence and for special pur¬ 
poses—such as Canada’s outlays 
afield under NATO, the Colombo 
and other plans, are ratified by 
parliament but may be spent in part 
in several different countries abroad.' 
The crown agencies, such as re¬ 
search. nuclear experimentation, 
uranhim production and the manu¬ 
facture of polymer, are domestic but 
under related forms of separate man¬ 
agement. 

While technically there is a cabi¬ 
net minister responsible for every 
d^rtment and division of the 
nation’s expenditures from tax and 
otlter revenues, the Incidence of 
supervision varies greatly. An in¬ 
quiry might indicate where econo¬ 
mies could be made, or where better 
results could be had for the same 
bill of costs. 


None Too Ready 


T he set-up of the NATO forces In 
central Europe does not seem to 
be too good, judging by the remarks 
of their commander. For some un¬ 
stated reason Belgian and Dutch 
troops are unusable, the French are 
elMwhere, there might be some delay 
before British and Americans can 
come up with reinforcements, and 
only the Germans are in the front 
line of defence. 

That supposedly is where the 
Germans should be, since their coun¬ 
try would be In the throes of any 
Soviet military aggression in those 
parts. There Is no good reason why 
German forces, even if bulwarked by 
the weight of NATO, shouldn’t want 
to be first to strike a blow in defence 
of their own land. 

No mention Is made of the Cana¬ 
dians, although one had always been 
led to believe this country’s compact 
brigade was one of the most ready 
components of the NATO military 
grouping. Perhaps they are up 
alongsioe the Germans and taken 
for granted. 

Ironically enough the commander 
who dted these cKspositions. or per¬ 
haps the lack of them. Is a French 
ab force general, and it is his own 


nation that causes the main gaps in 
NATO defence. The vast bulk of 
French military strength and effort 
is tied up in Algeria, where French 
honor and grandeur are seemingly 
so important as to leave the safety 
of Its home front to others. Any 
break-through of the NA’TO ring 
would soon touch the homeland of 
France. 

The cited “delay” of British and 
American troops reaching any point 
of combustion seems somewhat 
strange. It always takes time to 
move forces, but if the hiatus would 
be of undue length this would suggest 
they are not currently well deployed. 
Taken all round, the French com¬ 
mander cannot have been very happy 
when he confided in a press confer¬ 
ence this week. If the situation is as 
fluid and unready as he suggests few 
others will be happy either. 

* It looks as though the military 
side of the NATO alliance is not very 
neatly composed, scarcely enough or 
amply positioned for the job it Is 
supposed to be doing. Yet millions 
of combined allied dollars are being 
poured into this task of Western 
defence. One is apt to wonder perw 
haps what for. 


That Two-Way Stretch 


N ew automobile models m 
inches wider than the law of 
Ontario allows are causing quite a 
furore in the eastern province, where 
there Is a strong body of opposition 
to any modification of the highway 
code simply to accommodate the 
whims of car designers. There is no 
such problem—at the moment—in 
British Colianbia because here the 
maximuqi permissible width is 16 
inches greater than that of Ontario. 

The discuHlon now going on in 
the east, hofwever, is of interest to 
British Columbia and every other 
province because of the influence of 
automobile design on traffic prob¬ 
lems. Much has been written about 
the excessive length of modem cars 
and the bad effect of this on the 
allocation of parking space and also 
on movement in congested streets. 
Less has been said about the two- 
way stretch which is broadening cars 
as well as lengthening them. 

Because of increased width and 
the platform-like appearance of the 
portion forward of the windshield, 
the modem car is becoming in one 
respect harder rather than easier to 
drive. In older timet a driver could 


ten within an inch or so how much 
clearance he had on the right-hand 
si^. Nowadays it is an exceptional 
driver indeed who can tell within two 
or three feet. Consequently, for 
safety’s take everything to the right 
has to be given a much wider berth. 
From the way most people drive 
modem can it Is obvious that they 
have only a vague idea w'here the 
right side is; thqs when passing 
anything on the right they swing 
farther than necessary to the left. 
The habit is less noticeable where 
there are multiple traffic lines for 
guidance, but not all streets and 
highways have them. 

Ir is in this respect that the 
products of the drawing boards of 
Detroit come Into conflict with public 
interest and policy, as is now the case 
in Ontario and could very well be 
the case in B.C. too if restraint is 
not applied in time. Left alone, the 
designers no doubt would try to put 
half a dozen passengers in comfort 
into the front seat, but the ultimate 
effect of doing so could only be to 
shrink the capacity of highways built 
at enormous public expense and mag¬ 
nify the hazards of driving on them.

Under New Management 


By WILLIAM E WHITE 


T he form long-cqlled "Dewey Re¬ 
publicanism"—the Eastern-based 
and relatively liberal party wing that 
has controlled every national Re¬ 
publican convention sinca 1940—is 
under the most daflnitely new kind of 
management 

The old boss. Thomas E. Dewey, 
had enormous skill as a political tac¬ 
tician. He had great administratlva 
ability. But ha had a fatal shortcom¬ 
ing. Either he never could really 
like people In the mass, or he never 
could appear to liko them. 

It Is early to estimate the new boss, 
Gov. NalsM Rockefeller. But some 
things already can be said with con¬ 
fidence. If not yeb the master tac- 
tieian. Rockefeller has developwl into 
a very crcdiUbla one. He is not far 
behind Dewey in administrative 
know-how. And Rockefeller reatty 
likes people, practically ail of them 
adl the time. 

Here is a man who ratums baam- 
ing ^nd buo>ant from tha moat ex¬ 
hausting of encounters with party * 
workers and voters, as in hia recent 
trip to the West Coast To nearly 
any other politician it could hardly 
have been a happy journey. For 
Rockefeller arao confrontad with a 
forest of Nixon buttons. Tlicir waar- 
era dM not boo "Rocky." But they 
made It ail too plate that they wero 
now backing hia rival for next year's 
PraaldtnUal nomination, Vko^Preai- 
dent RIehord Nbren. 

Froni such an experienca Dewey 
would have recoiled in gloomy dis- 
ploaaura. Rockefeller, for hia part. 


sees this sortie not as a misfortune 
but as a poaitiva gain. To adopt so 
sunny a view undeniably takes a vast 
optimism. This quality Rockefeller 
surely haa and It Intecta all those 
about him. 

A later column will explore the 
poaitlona likely to be taken 1»y Rocke¬ 
feller in the months ahead. For the 
moment the purpose is mainly to re¬ 
port on the vast change in "Dewey 
Republicaniam'* since Rockefeller be 
came its head man. 

Dewey for years controlled the 
GOP apparatus In New York with an. 
aboolute toughness that was frankly 
axhibited. There never was a moment 
when dislike of him was not strong 
among many Republicans. But there 
also never waa a moment when re 
apect for hia competence and 
strength was lacking. 

Rockefeller in first ascending to 
tho top had a reverse problem. Prac¬ 
tically ovary Republican Ukad him. 
But many Republicans te*cstioned kla 
capacity to run New York Republi¬ 
canism. H# has now net theaa doubts 
at raat. And this, *o far aa 1888 ia 
concerned, la the big nows from New 
York. 

Dewqy mastered the Republican oe 
ganizatlon.by tellteg peo^ what to 
de-and no natmswai about it Rorke 
feller hot moatofad It by perauadinf 
them what they Mwuld do. He hi cer¬ 
tainly no abler a leader than waa 
Dew^. But ho la In much better 
poUOon nationally, becauio he really 
likes the crowd—and tha crowd rcaUy 
likes him. 


what In German e>'ea art essential 
principles. 

There havt been suspicions la 
Germany that tha British attituda to¬ 
wards tha Common Market ia ia 
some way inspired by a dtaUke of 
tha whole conception of Europeaa 
unity. There has been insufficient ap¬ 
preciation of the apeclal poaition of 
Britain. For a complex of raasons - 
geographlcal, historical, economic —- 
the UJC. cannot either bo wholly 
separate from Continental Europe 
or whoDy an "Integral” part of it 
These are perfectly genuine reasons.

In these matters—and one could 
odd half a dozen others — suck 
estrangement as there has been in 
these- past months between tho 
United Kingdom and Western Gei^ 
many has not been caused by sny 
real conflict of interoat, or even of 
policy. It has been almost entirely a 
result — quite literally — of mutual 
misunderstandings.

And the only way to get rid of 
mUunderstandlng Is —In an Englisli 
phraao to “havo thorn out." That ia 
the real value—and it ia an incalcul¬ 
ably important ono ^ uika liko 
thooa which havo been tho roaaon for 
Dr. Adenauer's visit to London. Tho 
more we have of them the better for 
all of ua. *

An item in the Colonist Informs us that the experi¬ 
mental malls in Toledo. Ohio, have been discontinued after 
a three and a half months' test. 

From my own -brief observation in August of this 
most interesting experinteait. and from what I have read, 
this innovation was successful ~ during the summer 
months. The fact that the downtown malls have now 
been made Into regular streets again would indicate 
that It was doubtful If the malls would have been popular 
during the winter months. 

I would suggest tha't further study be given to any 
proposals for malls to be installed in downtown Victoria. 
Two other projects should have priority. Firstly, a major 
street plan should be devised by competent town planning 
consultants. Secondly as suggested in the excellent 
editorial in the Colonist, belt bus lines should be tried out 
In the business area.

Missing the Point . 

The type of reasoning regarding the fluorine con¬ 
tent of tea shows a lamentable lack of understanding of 
the biochemistry of fluorides. The point so many miss is 
that the quantity (ppm) of fluorine is relatively unim¬ 
portant for its action in the body depends more upon 
what other elements such as calcium, magnesium, etc. 
(found abundantly in hard water), are present with the 
fluorine This is borne out by the fact that In some places 
even .7 ppm fluorides has resulted In a high degree of 
mottling, brittleness and early decay; while in some other 
places having as high as 2 ppm there Is surprisingly little 
fluorine effect, because the fluorides in the water are al¬ 
ready in combination with other elenients- nuiinly cal¬ 
cium. 

Victoria is known for Its soft water. Fluorine here at 
1 ppm will have a worse effect than most places for the 
raw sodium fl. will not find sufficient calcium in the 
water to combine and will rob our bones and teeth to 
affect its own stabilization.

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Don’t Junk That Coldframe 


By M. V. CHKHNUT, FRRK 

f 

. Whpn mooring from on# homp to 
another, quite often an excellent coM* 
frame la found tucked away In .a 
aunny comer of the new garden. Ita 
new owner soon learns to atake good 
use of the frame for starting seeds 
in early spring, hut it will usually 
stand empty through the winter, 
either bemuse the owner doesn't 
know what to do with it, or because 
he hasn’t learned how to manilge it 
properly. 

For winter use, such a frame must 
ba of good aolM mnstruction, of 
course, absolutely sound and in good 
repair. A flimsy, ramshackle affair, 
with broken panes of glass, cracked 
and filthy, and much of the paint 
flaking off. is no good at all for cold 
weather work. 

★ A ♦ 

The. fancy ready-made frames with 
glass sides are not ao hot. either, as 
glass waUs do not retain enough 
warmth. Brick, concrete, concrete 
block and heavy wood walls are all 
good, sfid I have even seen a cosy 
and efficient frame built from stacked 
squares of sod. 


A coldframe is cold In the sense 
that it Is not heated artificially, and 
all ita coKiness and warmth muat be 
secured from the sun. For this 
reason, the franw must be sited in a 
sunny place, preferably with a Mt of 
shelter of some kind from the pre¬ 
vailing wind, and the glass cpvars or 
“lights'* must be kept scrupulously 
clean in order to admit the maximum 
amount of sunlight. 

APR 

With the air and soil within the 
frame warmed by the sun. every 
effort must be made to retain that 
heat and prevent its loss to the out¬ 
side. Lights must be tight and well¬ 
fitting. and free from cracked or 
broken panes. 

The walls ran be insulated by 
banking up with sawdust, straw, 
leaves, cinders, or even soU. Warmth 
can be prevented from coring away 
downward through the soil by putting 
down a 2 lnch layer of sand or fine 
gravel plus a i-inch layer of straw 
before adding the soil or ashes which 
will constitute the floor of the frame. 

The glass “lights" serve a useful 
purpose only when the sun Is shining. 


and at night the greatest - loai of 
warmth will be through those self¬ 
same glaaa coveringa. For thia rea¬ 
son. coldframes should alwa>'s be 
covered at auudown with a bit of old 
carpet, a blanket or some such In¬ 
sulating nwterial. One neighbor of 
mine stuffs oM fortiliaer socks sriUi 
shavings and uses theae for covoring 
the glass at night

With a good ash bottom, surli a 
frante can be employed between 
November and March for overwinter¬ 
ing cuttings of the hardier bedding 
plants such as pansies and violas, 
as well as boxes of autumn-sown seed¬ 
lings of snapdragons, onions and 
lettuce. It will also be moat uaeful for 
storing pots of flowering bulho during 
their cold rooting period. 

Filled with good rich soil. It can 
be pUnted up with vegetable seed¬ 
lings such as Bru.ssels sprouts and 
cauliflower.

Investigation Asked

NEW YORK arpi) — A 
mlasing Danish diplomat fired 
from the United Nations for re¬ 
fusing to tell (he names of Hun¬ 
garian freedom fighters was 
found shot to death yesterday. 
Police said it was suicide but a 
demand was immediately 
raised for an investigation into 
any possible “foul play.” 

The body of the handsome, 
six-foot diplomat. Povi Bang 
Jensen. 50. was found lying in 
a pile of leaves beside a bridle 
path on the outskirts of 
Queenaborough by two resi¬ 
dents who were walking their 
dogs. 

Deputy chief medical exam¬ 
iner Richard E. Grimes, who 


performed an autopsy, offi¬ 
cially listed the death as a sui¬ 
cide. 

However. Robert Morris, a

OTTAWA (CP) — Fed- 
eral, provincial and munici¬ 
pal governments should 
meet to study and imple¬ 
ment a national highways 
system, it w'as suggested 
again yesterday by repre¬ 
sentatives of motoring 
clubs. 

They called on Works Minis¬ 
ter Walker to report that a 
number of provincial govern¬ 
ments have expressed willing- 
neiia to cooperate with the 
federal government on such a 
project. 

The 10-man delegation, repre¬ 
senting 16 non • profit clubs, 


was led by R. J. Hastings of 
Vancouver, president of the 
Canadian Automobile Associa 
tion. 

The subject was first raised 
with the government last July 
in a submission to Prime Min 
Ister Diefenbaker. Mr. Hast¬ 
ings said yesterday that “we 
' have received a wide measure 
of support hot only from gov 
ernments but from industry 
and public information media 
across Canada.” 

He said the association now 
is asking the government to 
hurry its ransideration of the 
matter. 

One main point In Its brief 
calls for an advisory commit¬ 
tee drawn from federal, pro¬ 
vincial and municipal govern¬ 
ments to make recommenda¬ 
tions on efficient policies best 
serving national highway con¬ 
struction.

for reassurance. 

They go there to have their cherished beliefs 
confirm^. 

The audience at a political meeting is much 
like a church congregation. It wants to believe. 
True, political meetings tolerate hecklers, whereas 
churches do not. But this is only a convention of 
worship. 

The hecklers are mainly the pious disciples of 
r a hostile creed, who go there to dismay and frus¬ 
trate the worshippers—as though a shock brigade 
of Buddhists were to invade a Moslem mosque and 
begin pelting the faithful with chunks of pork. • 

(I wouldn’t advise any Buddhists to try it.) 

¥ ¥ ♦ 

The political hecklers go to the enemy meeting 
with minds made up, and leave with minds un¬ 
changed. So do the political worshippers. 'The rival 
factions understand each other; and they agree in 
their suspicion of anyone who is neutral, or 
undecided. 

In the past the same things could have been 
said of people's attitudes to newspapers. The papers 
were Intensely partisan, and so were their readers. 

Like the rival journals in the town of Eataans- 
wlll, as described by Charles Dickens, the news¬ 
papers were of one color. They were Blue, or they 
were Buff. 

The Buff citizen bought the Buff newspaper, 
80 that he could chortle over it at the table, as he 
read articles that echoed—in more elegant words— 
what he had been telling his wife about the election 
campaign.

Today's newspapers are closer to being im- 

r tial, tit there still are some of them—especially 
England—that make good profits by feeding 
prejudicea--by telling the people what they want to

know. 


A newspaper Is divided in two main parts— 
facts and opinions. One may shade into the other; 
but the existence of a boundary is recognized, even 
tf people can not agree precisely where it is. 

Tlie opinion columns themselves are less par¬ 
tisan than they were in grandfather’s day. Some 
newspapers now are truly independent. They try 
to approach a public issue with an open mind, weigh 
the arguments of all factions, and reach a con¬ 
clusion on nothing but the evidence. 

When all newspapers are like that, and when 
people attend political meetings in the hope of 
really finding out what each party stands for, our 
gover nm ent will be a far more efficient and sensi¬ 
tive instrument than It is now. 

Elections then will be decided by reason, rather 
than by slos^uis and emotions. We will have a think¬ 
ing man’s election. Of course, it will never happen 
in this world. But it makes a nice dream.
